Break-ins are up in Huron , 
but so are felony arrests

Because of the constant increase 
in crime, there are virtually no safe 
communities. 

But. Huron Township Police 
Chief Joseph E. Carney is laun- 
ching a campaign that ‘may take 
the bite out of crime." Using the 
McGruff program. Chief Carney 
hopes to make residents and 
citizens aware of their vulnerable 
spots. 

McGruff is that amiable dog used 
to publicize ways to fight crime. 
The slogan for the McGruff cam- 
paign is: “Take a bite out of 
Crime". 

"I am currently working with 
Riverside and Miller Elementary 
school students.” Chief Carney in- 
formed township board members in 
a written communique last week, 
"and we re in the final stages of the 
McGruff program 

"We are sponsoring poster and 
slogan contests involving over 600 


students. The school seems very re- 
ceptive to the program and I antici- 
pate some media coverage for the 
finalists in the contest.” 

Aiding the chief in the campaign 
is police officer Jerry Copeland. 

Some of the advice that McGruff 
offers to wary citizens is: Always 
walk on well-lit streets; Don t walk 
alone at night: Have your keys 
ready so you don’t fumble around at 
the car door.” 

McGruff s "master” can be lo- 
cated at the Crime Prevention 
Coalition, Box 6600, Rockville. MD 
20850. 

Police Chief Carney also in- 
formed the township board that the 
Neighborhood Watch program is 
well under way and that the neigh- 
borhood watch signs have arrived, 
but he’ll need to get permission 
from the county before he can have 
them installed on the streets. 

He noted that break-ins in re- 
sidential and business buildings

were up by 42 percent ( 145 cases) in 
1982, but arrests in such cases are 
also up — some 1.000 percent. 
Police arrested 22 persons in 1982 
for illegal entry. 

In other township news, the Trus- 
tees will be able to hear what resi- 
dents have to say about the 
township's proposal for Block 
Grant funds available in 1983. 

! The board last Wednesday sche- 
duled a Wed.. Feb. 9 public hearing 
to discuss the proposal drawn up by 
the township's grantsman, John 
Chihan. 

Chihan offered the board a bluep- 
rint of what the township could do if 
some $80,000 in grant funds were 
made available to the community. 

He proposed that $20,000 be used 
to improve drains in the New Bos- 
ton area and also earmarked $5,000 
for beautification. In the Waltz 
area, Chihan said that $30,000 could 
go toward the purchase of a fire 
truck: $2,000 for the Romulus Help 
Center and $4,000 to hire a senior 
citizens' program coordinator 

In the Middlebelt area of the 
township, Chihan’s proposal would 
allocate $10,000 toward drains and 
$4,000 for the purchase of picnic 
tables and a shelter. 


Romulus police, working in cooperation with the State of Michi- 
gan Department of Treasury agents and narcotics officers from 
the Michigan State Police raided the Town & Country Restaurant 
on Ecorse Rd. Thursday morning and confiscated a large quantity 
of suspected stolen cigarettes, narcotics, and hundreds of cases of 
illegal fireworks. 

Along with confiscating the illeg- 
al contraband, police and agents 
took possession of the restaurant's 
business and tax sales records, 
according to Det. Sgt. David Early 
of the Romulus Police Department . 

Police said that they will seek a 
warrant charging either the res- 
taurant owner or the operator on 
several counts, including violation 
of the state’s gambling law and 
possible possession of stolen prop- 
erty and illegal fireworks. 

According to Lee Silvey, Romu- 
lus City Ordinance Director, the re- 
tail value of the fireworks is approx- 
imately $50,000. 

The law enforcement officers 
served the operator of the res- 
taurant. John Mazzie, 60, search 
warrants for. the premises. Tb.ey_ 
said they found $10,000 worth of un- 
taxed cigarettes on the premises, 
two unlicensed cigarette vending 
machines, along with numerous 
weapons and a slot machine. 

No one was arrested at the time, 
pending further investigation and 
action by the Wayne County Pro- 
secutor’s Office, police officers 
said. 

Questioned whether the 
cigarettes were stolen. Det. Early 
replied “at this time, we can 
say that they were priced tagged 
from different stores in the area.” 

The narcotics were in the forms of 
pills and capsules which were taken 
from the restaurant’s safe after the 
warrants were served, police said. 

They added that the safe also con- 
tained five handguns. 

The restaurant, a popular stop- 
over for truckers, is located at 27408 
Ecorse Rd. Agents said that 
cigarettes were being sold over the 
counter and that there was alleged 
gambling on the premises. It is 
against state law to keep a slot 
machine on the premises. 

In order to haul away the fire- 
works, DPW trucks were utilized. It 
took five trucks to cart away the 
illegal fireworks. 

Police said that they also used a 
state police narcotics dog to help in 
the search for drugs. 

The restaurant is owned by Maz- 
zie’s daughter, police said. She was 
not on the premises when the police 
raided it. 


Huron has 
sewer rate 
problems 

Why should one township pay 
more for sewage disposal than 
another? 

Why is one rate so high for one 
community and much lower in the 
neighboring city? 

That’s the question that the 
Huron Township Board of Trustees 
want the Wayne County Circuit 
Court to answer. The township, in 
December of 1981 . refused to pay an 
increase in rates slapped on it by 
the Wayne County Board of Public 
Works and went to court to get some 
relief. 

Because they refused to pay the 
increased rate, however, Huron 
finds itself owing the county appro- 
ximately $110,000. 

"We went to court." explained 
township treasurer Christine 
Gambler, "because we want some 
answers to some pertinent ques- 
tions. Why is one community being 
charged less than another? It’s our 
contention that all communities in 
Wayne County should be charged a 
uniform rate.” 

Mrs. Gamber said that the county 
charges Huron $2,400 per million 
gallon, while neighboring Romulus 
has a flat rate of $600 plus an addi- 
tional $150 for a previous debt. "We 
believe that the rate structure is 
completely out of line with the ser- 
vices.” 

Ms. Gamber added that she didn't 
know if a court date had been set to 
hear the complaint. Township 
attorney Richard James was not 
available for comment at press 
time. 

A.J. Haener told the board last 
Wednesday that the township 
should place a note in the bills it 
sends out to residents cautioning 
them that "if the township should 
lose the case, the township would be 
liable to make the payment." 

Trustee Garv Bates said he felt

Mayor William Oakley this week 
commended police and fire officials 
for the "expedient and profession- 
al" handling of two emergency 
situations that occurred recently in 
Romulus. 

In special letters to Police Chief 
Donald Flood and Fire Chief James 
Haislip. Mayor Oakley said the uni- 
que problems showed that the per- 
sonnel was ready to handle uncom- 
fortable situations. 

The mayor's letter to Chief Flood 
read, in part: 

"As you are well aware the loca- 
tion of Metropolitan Airport in the 
center of our community presents a 
very unique safety problem to us 
and the police department in par- 
ticular. 

"In addition, there are several 
small plants in the city that handle 
explosive materials It is our re- 
sponsibility to always be as excel- 
lently prepared as possible to hand- 
le the emergency situations which 
could result from the existence of 


these facilities. 

“Unfortunately, in the past week 
we experienced two situations 
which have allowed us the oppor- 
tunity to display that we are, in- 
deed, prepared for such emergen- 
cies." 

The crash of a DC-8 cargo plane 
that carried its three crew mem- 
bers to their deaths and a nitric acid 
spill at the Solvental Co resulted in 
little local damage. 

Mayor Oakley concluded that 
"On behalf of myself and all of the 
residents of Romulus I wish to com- 
mend you and all department per- 
sonnel for the professional and com- 
petent manner in which the nitric 
acid spill and the plane crash at 
Metro Airport were handled 

"The expeditious yet calm 
method of responding to these situa- 
tions are acknowledged and 
appreciated and please relay these 
comments to the entire depart- 
ment." the mayor's communique 
concluded

‘ But we are making 
every effort to track 
down callers who use 
the number and bill 
the long distance 
charges back to 
them,” he added. 

Peacock said Michi- 
gan Bell’s main con- 
cern now is putting an 


end to the Reynolds 
rumor 

“The use of a phony 
Burt Reynolds credit 
card number may 
seem innocent, but it 
really is fraud,” he 
said It's against the 
law and it s punish- 
able by a $500 fine and 
six months in jail. 

“Moreover, all 
three million Michi- 
gan Bell customers 
end up sharing the 
financial burden of 
schemes of this na- 


ture,” Peacock added. 
“In the last year, long 
distance fraud — in- 


cluding credit card 
fraud — cost Michigan 
Bell customers $7 mil- 


lion in the form of 
higher charges on 
their phone bills.”

"Whereas during her tenure as 
trustee .clerk, and supervisor she 
gave to the residents of Van 
Buren Township a great wealth 
of knowledge and, 

"Whereas she served tireless- 
ly on many township, county and 
regional commissions, boards 
and committees and, 

“Whereas her friends and col- 
leagues and friends and neigh- 
bors are gathering to honor her 
on January 22, 1983, now. 

"Therefore be it resolved that 
the Van Buren Board of Trustees 
do hereby recognize and appreci- 
ate the many years of service 
which Patricia Cullin devoted to 
the township government and its 
residents. . . ” 

The resolution ws offered by 
Treasurer Hall and supported by 
trustee Thurston Jahr It was 
unanimously adopted by the 
township board at its January 11 
meeting.

Belleville, Van Buren: Should 
consolidation be aborted ? 


The City of Belleville and Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees 
are considering legal action to stop 
what they say would be a costly con- 
solidation election The two com- 
munities are to vote April 12 to pick 
a panel of nine commissioners who 
would be charged with writing a 
charter for the proposed consolida- 
tion. 

Last night the Van Buren board 
was to consider a proposal to hire an 
attorney to research what steps 
could be taken to abort the con- 
solidation vote. Trustees would be 
asked whether they wished to retain 
Owen Cummings, an attorney, to 
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research charter commission and 
consolidation questions. 

"We don’t feel that either the 
township or the city would want to 
spend a possible $100,000 to draft a 
charter for a consolidation effort 
which we feel that the people are not 
in favor of,” said George Craven, 
township supervisor 

Officials from Belleville and Van 
Burne held a joint session last week 
to discuss the issues and the prob- 
lems surrounding consolidation. 
They are considering placing an 
advisory question on consolidation 
on the April 12 ballot 

"In this way we will know just 
how the residents feel, ” said Donna 
Hall, township treasurer. 
"Obviously this concerns everyone 
living in both communities. It is im- 
portant to all of us.” 

Belleville, with a population of 
3,366 (1980 census figures) within 
three square miles, forms the cen- 
tral core of the issue of consolida- 
tion, an issue which erupted over a 
decade ago when the city success- 
fully annexed a parcel of land. Van 
Buren Township has 36 square 
miles and a population of more than 
18,900. 

Since the make-up of the charter 
commission is based on population. 
Van Buren would clearly dominate. 
According to the State Boundary 


Commission's formula. Van Buren 
would be alloted seven commission- 
ers, compared to two for Belleville 

One crucial reason why Van 
Buren residents have spoken out 
against consolidation over the past 
year is that there is a fear their 
taxes would be raised. Cities may 
levy 16 miles for operational pur- 
poses without the vote of the resi- 
dents, while townships are limited 
to one mill 

Robert Tontalo. Mayor Pro Tern 
for the City of Belleville, said that 
he believes the consensus in the city 
is that the consolidation election 
should be aborted. 

"I have not talked to any one who 
is really in favor of this.” Tantalo 
said. "We had a joint meeting with 
Van Buren officials and we decided

that the board should receive a 
draft of any letter mailed to resi- 
dents on the subject. 

Haener reminded the board that 
in December of 1981 he had made a 
motion to raise the sewer rates and 
place the monies in escrow "so that 
if we did lose we would have the 
money available."

E. Pilarczyk of Cincinnati, and 
Oscar Lipscomb of Mobile, Ala. 
Also expected are the five other 
black Catholic bishops of the United 
States — Joseph Francis of 
Newark, N.J.; Joseph Howze of 
Biloxi, Miss.; Joseph Lyke of 
Cleveland; Eugene Marino of 
Washington, D.C.; and Emerson 
Moore of New York. 

With the ordination of Bishops 
Anderson, Cooney and Melczek, 
there will be five auxiliary bishops 
in the Archdiocese of Detroit. The 
other bishops are Thomas J. Gumb- 
leton and Walter J. Schoenherr. 

Archbishop Szoka has announced 
new responsibilities for the bishops 
in regard to the five geographical 
regions of the Archdiocese of De- 
troit. 

Bishop Anderson will serve as re- 
gional bishop for the West Region. 
Bishop Cooney as regional bishop 
for the Northeast Region and 
Bishop Melczek as regional bishop 
for the Northwest Region. 


Bishop Schoenherr will continue 
as regional bishop for the South Re- 
gion. Bishop Gumbleton will serve 
as Vicar General for Archdiocesan 
Services and as regional bishop for 
the Core City Region. 

Bishop Anderson, 54, is Detroit’s 
first black Catholic bishop. He is a 
member of the Society of St. 
Edmund and comes to Detroit from 
All Saints Parish in Anniston, Ala., 
where he served as pastor. 

Bishop Anderson was born in Sel- 
ma, Alabama. and is the son of Mrs. 
Nancy King Anderson. He has three 
brothers — Earl. Herman and San- 
dy — and one sister, Lola. 

Bishop Anderson was ordained to 
the priesthood on May 30. 1958, after 
studies at St. Michael College, 
Winooski, Vermont; and St. 
Edmund Seminary, Burlington, 
Vermont. 

Bishop Patrick Cooney, 48, has 
served as Director of the Depart- 
ment of Worship of the Archdiocese 
of Detroit since January of 1969 and 
as pastor of Blessed Sacrament 
Cathedral since June of 1977. 

Bishop Cooney was born in De- 
troit and is the son of the late 
Michael and Elizabeth Cooney of 
Dearborn. His brother, Michael, is 
a priest of the Archdiocese and a 
sister is a religious. Sr. Leontia 
Cooney, O.P. also serves the 
Church of Detroit. A second sister, 
Mary Alice Cooney, is a local area 
resident. 

Bishop Cooney was ordained to 
the priesthood on Dec. 29, 1959, after 
studies at Sacred Heart Seminary, 
Detroit, and the Gregorian Uni- 
versity in Rome. 

Bishop Melczek, 44, has served as 
Secretary to Archbishop Szoka and 
Vicar General since May of 1981. 
Previously, he served as Vicar 
General and Secretary to Cardinal 
Dearden. 

Bishop Melczek is a native of 
Dearborn. He is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Aloysius Melczek of Dear- 
born. He has two sisters, Sharon 
Lipinski and Teri Philo. 

Bishop Melczek was ordained to 
the priesthood on June 6, 1964 after 
studies at St. Mary’s College, 
Orchard Lake, and St. John’s Pro- 
vincial Seminary, Plymouth.

Lavis 
or Miller if vou re minus a first name That’s how we olten find 
ourselves here at the newspaper; we get surnames but no addresses 
and inevitably are missing a phone number when there s a need to 
check on or question a story 

I miss the slim little books which gave exclusivity to a town or 
small city I miss the ease with which I could find a Jones or t lai k or 
Taylor And I miss the diversion they could provide Did ypu ever 
stop at a motel in an unpopulated area and look through its telephone 
book ? Some of the best reading — unusual names and name combina- 
tions and the prominence of certain names — can be found in little 

Having moved from the hustle, bustle and big books ot W ne 
County, however. I once again have a nice, slenderized paperback 


with only five small areas for dialing. And, too, the chance to do this 
type article which was suggested to me rather a long time ago.

Task force to help 
needy is a must 

In good times, the ranks of the needy dwindle. And only a few 
organizations and charity groups extend their hands to help; in 
bad times — and these are bad times — the ranks of the needy 
swell and engulf some who had never known what it is like to 
“have not’’. 

Last week, at Beverly School in Romulus, the Wayne- 
Metropolitan Community Services Agency held a workshop enti- 
tled: “Serving the Poor and New Needy — A Community Chal- 
lenge”. With more than 17 percent of the state’s working popula- 
tion in unemployment lines, the workshop indeed hit home. 

The participants, members of service agencies throughout the 
out-Wayne County area, are very much concerned with the new 
needy and, understandably. The so-called “old needy” know the 
maze they must conquer in order to receive help ; those who are 
not familiar with the bureaucratic red tape . usually give up after 
a couple of dead-ends. 

“The new needy,” says Reverend Chesmond Bade. Chairman 
of the WMCSA Board of Directors, “find themselves for the first 
time in their lives facing a need and don’t know where to turn, 
and that’s why we are here.” 

And one of the reasons they were there was to share informa- 
tion among those agencies that are offering help and aid to those 
in need. 

Those who took part in this worthwhile workshop stressed that 
“it is a community challenge to lift those who are down and out. 
None is immune from the spreading and mushrooming lines of 
unemployment.” 

The Associated Newspapers will continue to publish the “Hun- 
ger Hotline” and update it so that those who need the pertinent 
data may obtain it on these pages. Although the county and state 
are financially strapped and have limited resources left to them . 
there are agencies that are willing to provide assistance when 
and if needed. 

And, when this cloud of depression ends — and it will — we 
hope that the task force called for during this meeting will con- 
tinue to exist until area-wide hunger is a thing of the past.

Where there’s smoke... 


Some facts not reported 
about W C. Hospital 


I am aggravated , disgusted and angered — by 
Robbie Timmons' report on Wayne County (pre- 
sented on the 11 p.m. broadcast on January 
11th). Her broadcast presented a very biased, 
negative view of Wayne County General Hospit- 
al and has convinced me even more that news 
reporting, whether by television, radio, or news- 
papers, does nothing but distort the facts. 

It was reported that AFSCME employees of 
the hospital are without a contract, the previous 
contract having expired July 1, 1982. What was 
not reported was the fact that a majority of 
Wayne County employees, including hospital 
employees, belong to 11 separate and distinct 
unions and that many of the unions (not only 
AFSCME) are presently in negotiations with 
Wayne County government. 

Also not reported was that AFSCME did. in 
fact, tentatively negotiate an agreement in 
which no economic improvements over the last 
agreement were sought; the tentative agree- 
ment awaited ratification, but the County Com- 
missioners rescinded the agreement by elimi- 
nating the grievance/ arbitration procedures 
and the cost-of-living allowance (COLA). 

At a later date, the issue of COLA for the re- 
maining budget year was resolved when it was 
pointed out to the Commissioners that they were 
trying to balance the County Budget on the 
backs of AFSCME employees and that they (the 
Commissioners) could be charged with an un- 
fair labor lawsuit. 


When reporting salaries, it is never reported 
that an entry level clerical position at the Road 
Commission receives over $1,500 more than an 
entry level clerical position at the Hospital and 
yet you report that hospital employees are bet- 
ter paid and you always quote the Road Com- 
mission’s salaries when referring to the Hospit- 
al. With the recent vast reduction in staff (the 
Hospital is always hit the hardest), the work 
load has been spread to the remaining em- 
ployees — but no additional monetary com- 
pensation has been given for increased job re- 
sponsibilities. 

It is unfair to the employees, patients, and 
visitors of Wayne County General Hospital to 
present to the citizens of Wayne County a story 
so slanted that it appears that the County ’s de- 
ficit problems exist because of the Hospital. Let 
me remind you that the indigent patients are 
served by Wayne County General Hospital, 
many of which are the laid-off workers who have 
lost all forms of medical insurance coverage; 
and many more, possibly including you and me, 
may be knocking on the doors of the Hospital 
seeking medical help. 

Since Wayne County General Hospital is the 
major trauma center for Western Wayne Coun- 
ty, one would think that you would stress this 
fact to your viewers and report the truth, thus 
fulfilling your moral obligations.

On August 10, 1982 Patricia Cullin’s 
political enemies thought they had 
finally buried her. 

For on that day they recalled 
Mrs. Cullin and four members of the 
Van Buren Township Board of trus- 
tees. Cullin had served as the town- 
ship’s top elected official — its super- 
visor. 

But Saturday night, the ex- 
supervisor’s star shone brightly 
again as national, state, county and 
local elected officials teamed with 
friends and relatives to pay homage 
to the woman who had endured much 
criticism, even a brief stay in the 
county jail, for the residents of the 
township. 

Ironically, the man who arrested 
Mrs . Cullin and six other members of 
the township board, Wayne County 
Sheriff-designate, Loren Pittman, 
was also in the crowd. The township 
board was jailed for contempt of 
court when they failed to heed a 
judge’s warning that if they didn’t 
approve a hook-in to a sewer line re- 
quested by a developer, then it would 
be off to the jail block. 

Commendations from government 
sources, included a telegram from 
William Ford; resolutions from the 
state, read by State Rep. Edward 
Mahalak, words of praise from Bill 
Lucas, the county’s chief executive, 
and from county commissioner Mil- 
ton Mack. 

And, although the job description 
doesn’t tell you, any one in elected 
office soon discovers that the num- 
ber of friends made soon equals the 
number of enemies made and, if at 
election time, you can keep your ene- 
mies from really frustrating you by 
making you say something you real- 
ly didn’t want to say. 

The star and the starbust of politics 
has always been fascinating. The 
pursuit of a political office is like, I 
have always felt, a mirage — once 
there you find it really wasn’t what 
you thought it was. 

Saturday night was Pat’s night. 

She dominated the floor, and you 
know that there will be a political 
comeback soon. She is learning a lot 
in her premature retirement and she 
says she’s “anxious abodt the fu- 
ture.” 

“I want to thank all of you for brav- 
ing this storm,” said Cullin during 
her brief speech. “We have accom- 
plished a lot , but there is a lot more to 
be accomplished.” 

The storm Mrs. Cullin had alluded 
to almost postponed the program. 
Saturday night was ushered in with 
the season’s first winter storm and 
1-275 and Michigan Ave. were ice- 
capped and, when one car sped out of 
control and almost sideswiped my 
vehicle, I thought I better turn 
around and head for home. 

I’m glad I didn’t.

Asbestos danger 
at Romulus High? 

EDITOR — I have a son and 
daughter in Romulus High 
School. Parents who saw ABC 
News Closeup “Asbestos: The 
Way to Dusty Death’’ on Mon- 
day. Dec. 27 should realize that 
there is an asbestos danger in our 
high schools. 

Years ago some of the ceilings 
were sprayed with asbestos as a 
fire retardant. Now the material 
is crumbling and releasing 
asbestos fibers into the air. 


A state agency has inspected 
the building and has recom- 
mended that the asbestos be re- 
moved, even though the asbestos 
level in the air is below the estab- 
lished occupational health limit. 

Dr. Irving J.Selikoff from New 
York’s Mount Sinai School of 
Medicine prepared a study for 
the U.S. Labor Department in 
December of 1981 which said that 
“for school children there is no 
minimum exposure level that is 
safe. Once asbestos fibers enter 
the lung, they never leave. Such 
exposure increases the risk of 
cancer four or five-fold.” 
(National Journal Vol. 14. No. 18, 
May 1. 1982 p. 778) 

Asbestos-related lung cancer 
may take 10, 20, or 30 years to 
develop. ABC’s "Asbestos: The 
Way to Dusty Death’’ showed a 
man who died in his thirties from 
asbestos-caused lung cancer. 
His only exposure was in his 
parochial elementary school. 

Removing the asbestos ceil- 
ings will be expensive, but it will

“I’ve got a meeting I 
have to go to, and I can’t be fid- 
dling around here!” 

“Family assignments,’’ my 
littlest kid said, “means that you 
and mama and all of my brothers 
and sisters have to help, because 
my teacher says we learn better 
in family situations." 


“Well, tell your teacher I’ve 
been out of school fifty-five years 
and I have no desire to start 
learning now. My head is full of 
holes and nothing will stay in. 
Tell your teacher it’s a waste of 
time.” 

I could see he was getting real- 
ly wound up so I jumped right in 
and said with my usual motherly 
love, “Naturally, we will all help 
you honey...” but before I got the 
last word out, one of the other 
kids kicked over the coffee table, 
pushed his sister in the mouth 
and bolted out the door.

Prog rams -or people? 


Last week I went to a confer- 
ence iqJRomulus called “Serving 
the Poor and New Needy-A com- 
munity challenge.” 

It was co-sponsored by Wayne- 
Metro Community Services, Un- 
ited Community Services and the 
Downriver Community Confer- 
ence. 

Mosf qf the participants were 
people who were involved in one 
way or another in community 
needs programs. Some have had 
their acts together for years now . 
and probably shared more in- 
formation than they received. 
Others vtfere just beginning and 
were tHere for guidance and 
directibh. 

The information was there — 
in amazing abundance — in fact, 
I haven’t Yet had time to digest it 
all or put it in any kind of order. 
So that will come later. 

I do know — coming out of that 
workshop — that if I were in any 
kind of trouble — whatever it was 
— my first call would be to Com- 
munity Information Services 
(833-3430 or 1-800-552-1183) . They 
are the know-alls, hear-alls, see- 
alls arttrttnd here and can direct 
callerSjti a matter of minutes to 
the right places. 

The main purpose of the work- 
shop. though, was to bring all 
those “community needs" peo- 
ple together to pool all of their 
resources and talents into one 
giant task force and come up 
with a Well-coordinated master 
plan for taking care of the needy 
in the out-county area. An ambi- 


tious project, to be sure, but if the 
outpouring of care and energy 
was any indication, it’ll happen 

— and happen soon. 

Of everything I heard and saw 

— and as impressed as I was — I 
cannot get out of my mind the 
workshop’s keynote speaker. 
The Reverend Edwin Rowe is 
pastor of the Cass United 
Methodist Church and champion 
of the “old poor” (as he calls 
them) in the Cass Corridor. 

Feeding the poor is nothing 
new to him. His church feeds up- 
wards of 1200 people each and ev- 
ery week of the year. But there 
are some distinct differences be- 
tween the “old poor” and the 
“new poor", he says, that must 
be recognized. 

There’s a toughness in the old 
poor — a lack of panic — that you 
don’t find in the new poor. "When 
you’re finding ways of feeding 
people,” he says, “it isn’t enough 
that you worry about their nutri- 
tional needs, you have to worry 
about w'hat it does to these people 
when they have to stand in line 
for three hours ..." 

There was a certain arrogance 
about Pastor Rowe, as he talked 
about the arrogance of the people 
who have elected to take on the 
task of feeding the “new poor”. 
As one participant said later, “he 
was a real downer.” 

But if some of his words struck 
a nerve, very possibly it was a 
nerve that needed to be struck. 
Listen : 

• “. . we should stop going to 


meetings about the poor where 
only staff people are, and start 
going to meetings where the poor 
people are. . .and if you’re going 
to feed them , don’t just feed them 
— sit down and talk with them. 

• ”, . .What goes on is not feed- 
ing people, but being known as a 
person who feeds people. There’s 
a real temptation to grandstand. 
. I call it the Mother Waddles of 
the Year’ syndrome. If we’re 
going to be at all effective, we 
have to get our own need to be 
stars out of the way. 

• “. . There’s a real arrogance 
in making people stand in line for 
food Give them money instead, 
so they can go into stores like you 
and me and buy the same junk 
food (if they want) that we are 
able to do. . .when we give them 
vouchers (food stamps, etc.) we 
put a sign on them. If you give 
them money, nobody has to know 
who’s unemployed and who’s 
not. 

• “. . .If we’re not careful, we 
will allow ourselves to set up an 
entire “Poverty Industrial Com- 
plex”, where we will be in com- 
plete control and we will expect 
people to be thrilled about the 
coming of surplus cheese . 
.750,000 poor people is an army 
which you and 1 have refused to 
organize If we told those people 
the real truth about how it got 
that way, then they would insist 
on organizing, and our jobs 
might be on the line 

• ”. . and we have to get the 
federal government not to get

not cost less to replace them if we 
wait until they deteriorate more. 
You can also be sure that if the 
ceilings are not removed, any 
student or employee of Romulus 
High School who dies from asbes- 
tos related lung cancer during 
the next couple of decades will 
have relatives suing the district, 
possibly costing it millions of dol- 
lars in the long run Even Romu- 
lus residents who have no friends 
or relatives in the high school 
should be concerned about cor- 
recting the danger now from a 
purely monetary point of view. 

Voters soundly defeated two 
millage proposals for one mill to 
remove asbestos from the high 
school. Some of them may have 
voted no because they might not 
have been aware of the purpose 
of the proposals which men- 
tioned “maintenance and re- 
pairs” instead of “asbestos re- 
moval". 

It is time for parents and other 
concerned citizens to form a 
group to make the public aware

And a few people there were 
honest enough to admit that it's 
real easy, once you get into this 
thing, to focus only on ways and 
means and numbers. . forget- 
ting that these are real , live , feel- 
ing people you are supposed to be 
dealing with 

As one woman said to me. 
"The people with the food — and 
thus the power — have to ask 
themselves why they are 
offended, or even frightened, by 
the suggestion that the poor be 
given back a certain amount of 
control by giving them money to 
spend as they choose They have 
to ask themselves if they aren't 
enjoying too much the power 
they've been given.”

Resident questions 
Group Home site 

EDITOR — Are the Inkster re- 
sidents aware that the Northville 
State Center intends to construct 
a "Group Home” for up to six 
individuals on the corner of John 
Daly and Cherry Hill with occu- 
pancy expected by May 1983? 

As nominated spokesman for 
the Dearborn Heights residents 
of this neighborhood, I would like 
to state that the citizens under- 
stand the state laws and the so- 
cial implications of this sensitive 
issue; however, we believe that 
there are extenuating circumst- 
ances which warrant a change in 
location. 

As evidence to support this 
opinion, I refer to a very similar 
situation which occurred in 1981 
involving a proposed group home 
on Henry Ruff near Westland's 
Titus Elementary School within 
the Cherry Hill School District. 

In this case, former State Rep- 
resentative. Thomas Brown, was 
successful in appealing the loca- 
tion of this home to the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health citing 
these primary reasons: 

1 — The home was in near pro- 
ximity of an elementary school. 

2 — It would be located on the 
principal route for children 
walking to the school. 

3 — The home would be on a 


boundary street between two 
cities (Inkster and Westland). 

With this precedent in mind. I 
would like to bring to the atten- 
tion of Inkster residents the fol- 
lowing : 

1 — The proposed site of John 
Daly and Cherry Hill is within 
one block of the Fischec 
Elementary School which many 
Inkster school children attend 

2 — John Daly is the principal 
route for over 350 kindergarten 
through sixth grade students 
walking to the school. 

3 — The home will be on a 
boundary street between two 
cities (Inkster and Dearborn 
Heights). 

As concerned parents and 
citizens in this neighborhood, we 
question the State’s judgment in 
the selection of this site, and we 
appeal to Inkster residents for 
support on this issue. 

To date we have been success- 
ful in garnering the support of 
the Dearborn Heights City Coun- 
cil and Mayor as well as the 
Cherry Hill District School 
Board, State Representative, 
Richard Young and State Sena- 
tor. Patrick McCollough. On 
January 18, we will present our 
case to the Inkster City Council 
in order to seek their assistance 
and support. 

In conclusion, we believe that 
there has been a valid precedent 
set and we urge our Inkster 
neighbors to join with us in a 
common community cause.

A bright tomorrow...

Recession, depression, downswing, upsurge exactly what is the 
state of the economy in Western Wayne County? While some cite the 
mounting unemployment statistics as proof of the ultimate demise of 
the auto industry and support system, others claim the recent lowering 
of interest rates will prove that the country, state and Western Wayne 
County are finally on the road to recovery. 

Exactly what do our local community experts predict for 1983° Is 
economic recovery a possibility? And what do they expect to happen in 
the communities in which we live and work? 

To answer those questions, Associated Newspapers polled several 
local leaders to discover exactly what the men with their fingers on the 
pulse of our local business and industry predicted for our future. 

While many community spokesman had divergent answers and plans 
for their respective municipalities, they each expressed an uniform and 
consistant optimism regarding the future of Western Wayne County. 

WAYNE 

John Zeck, community development director in Wayne is most 
pleased with the development and status in his city. Zeck proudly 
pointed out the renovation and improvements taking place in 


encouraging for the city, Zeck noted, “and 3M continues to be very 
strong.” 

* We do not expect any large industry to be leaving the city and the city 
will continue to implement downtown development improvements. Our 
downtown development plan applies throughout the city and we re 
working with a number of interested merchants on renovating the

Call it “Rocket revenge.” 

Call it the “great payback.” 

Call it what you will but Westland 
John Glenn’s 68-62 victory over 
archrival Livonia Franklin will be 
one that those who witnessed it or 
participated in it will not soon 
forget. 

The Rockets have been gearing 
for this one since mid-October, fol- 
lowing the 19-7 loss the football 
team suffered at the hands of the 
Patriots that cost them the North- 
west Suburban League cham- 
pionship. 

And for five young men — Jeff 
Hawley, Todd Jennings, Todd 
Stein, Craig Thornton, and Jack 
Walker — this is the game they had 
circled in red on their calendars. 

“It was revenge for the kids,” 
said Glenn Coach Dan Henry of his 
team. ‘‘Every kid had a great week 
of practice.

One could sense that this 
game would be a tense, white- 
knuckle affair that would not be set- 
tled until the final minutes of the 
game. 

The first quarter proved to be a 
barometer of the game as both 
teams played racehorse basketball 
The Patriots grabbed a 19-18 lead 
helped along by the shooting of 6-1 
senior guard Mike Johnson who can 
shoot with uncanny accuracy. 

Johnson scored six points as he 
helped his team forge that narrow 
lead. Meanwhile, Stebbins was fast 
becoming the “darling” of the 
Glenn crowd as he began missing 
free throws with alarming (for 
Franklin, anyway) regularity. 

Over on the Rockets’ side of the 
court, Todd Jennings, who knows 
firsthand of this great rivalry, 
scored 8 points in the quarter him- 
self as he headed to 13 points, his 
fourth game in the last five in dou- 
ble figures. 

But the play of the quarter came 
when Glenn was trailing 19-16 with a 
minute to go. The Rockets ran the 
stall to perfection until, with five 
seconds left. Steve Jaskolski hit a 
shot to pull his team within one. 

For the Rockets, it was their ninth 
win of the season overall and it kept 
them in second place in the NWSL 
with a 4-1 record, one game behind 
Thurston. This Friday, they take on 
Redford Union, a team that has not 
won a game for this season But 
Coach Henry promises the kids will 
be ready for this “if they want that 
game with Thurston on February 1 1 
to mean anything.” 

The Junior Varsity Rockets 
raised their record to 9-3 as they 
easily defeated Franklin, 62-49. be- 
hind 20 points from Brad Martin 
and 16 from Steve Henson.

We, as bowlers, are no different. 
We participate because we enjoy 
the challenge of competing against 
ourselves and our opponents. And, 
remember how happy you felt when 
you met that challenge by defeating 
the opponent or recording the high 
score. You felt so good you may 
have taken your score sheet home 
so that you could relive those mo- 
ments. 

The awards program provided by 
the American Bowling Congress 
and the Wayne-Westland Men's 
Bowling Association also helps you 
remember that special time by 
awarding Chevrons, Plaques, Belt 
Buckles, and many other items for 
exceptional accomplishments on 
the lanes. 

The ABC distributes approx- 
imately one-million awards each 
year which includes the coveted 
ring, for a 300 game, as well as a 
choice of rings, watches, clocks, or 
desk sets for the 299 and 298 games. 

Chevrons or Belt Buckles are pre- 
sented for such things as eleven 
strikes in a row, the 7-10 split, the 
double pinochle, 700 and 800 series, 
and triplicate games . to name just a 
few. 

An additional million awards a 
year are presented by the local 
bowling associations. The Wayne- 
Westland Men’s Association has a 
“Bowler of the Month” program 


where the man who records the 
most pins over average receives a 
plaque at the annual awards dinner 
dance, (another function conducted 
by the local association). 

Presentations are also made for 
going over average by 100 pins in a 
single game or 150 pins for a 3 game 
series (for seniors its 75 pins for the 
game and 125 for the series) . The all 
spare game and the “Dutch 200“ 
(alternate spare-strike-spare) 
game are also among the achieve- 
ments recognized with an award. 

These trophies, plaques , chevrons 
are there. Those few dollars you 
pay for the sanction fee take care of 
the expense of handling this prog- 
ram. There is something available 
within reach of every one of us. It 's 
up to you to go out there and earn it. 

Randy Oncza, at Westland Bowl, 
has earned his award in spectacu- 
lar fashion. In the past we have de- 
scribed how the pressure builds as a 
bowler strings the strikes on his 
way toward a 300 game. In that re- 
spect Randy was the same as any- 
one else. What sets him apart is the 
10th frame. Randy got that all im- 
portant 10th strike and, also, the 
11th.

CANTON 

In Canton Township, assistant planner Dave Nicholson is looking 
toward some recovery in the economy He explained that he expects 
more residential construction in the townshup bv summer, and that, he 
feels, will spark some improvement in the total picture within Canton 

“Residential construction will put some people back to work . and that 
may assist in improving the overall psyche. Right now, people are 
hesitant to spend money If with some reasonable construction and 
some commercial development, I feel we will all ultimately start to 
come back to life.” he said "Inflation is going down and as more people 
do get back to work, they do need to make expenditures As that money 
gets into circulation it should have a ripple effect, that is. as one busi- 
ness gets the money, they spend it somewhere else and it benefits the 
total picture," Nicholson explained 

In Canton, Nicholson is looking at the continuation of the Haggerty 
Road project as well as the Dye Brothers Industrial Development 
project which has been underway for nearly four years. 

“We will continue to contact major developments in the township and 
we have had some recent confirmation on some very exciting things for 
Canton”, Nicholson said. 

He added that his plans include the formation of a development 
strategy to enhance the potential for development within the township. 

“Right now there isn’t much business in small commercial service, 
that is a fact of the economy. Our intention is to do as much as we can in 
retaining this type of business and in filling up the empty store fronts,' 
he added. 

INKSTER 

In Inkster, City Manager Wiley Williams noted with some pride the 
million dollar expansion of Peterson Tool within the city during the past 
year. That type of development, he noted, is something his city has 
sought for a number of years. 

“Presently, we have just approved a letter of inducement for a de-

"Our master plan has been construced to accomodate this develop- 
ment and copies are available to any developer who might be in- 
terested, he concluded 

ROMULUS 

Mayor Bill Oakley of Romulus is looking for an upswing in the eco- 
nomy in the middle of the year, although he candidly admitted. “I have 
nothing to base that on.” 

Oakley feels strongly, however, that an upswing will occur bringing 
recovery to the whole area. 

i have nothing to base this on, but I think the second quarter of the 
year will see things start moving up and hopefully things will be better,” 

he said. 

Oakley noted that Romulus is presently constructing a sewer on Wick 
Road which "is a prime area for development.” 

BELLEVILLE 

In Belleville Councilwoman Burma Wertz sees some development in 
the future, and is cautiously optimistic about what may happen 

We have recently instituted the city manager type of government 
and that we hope will save the taxpayers some money. That is first on 
our list. 

In Belleville we have a sewer and drain connection that needs to be 
separated and we'd like to get that done. We re also hoping for the 
completion of our holding cells at the police station," she commented 

We'd like to develop our light industry zoned area and seek some 
grants for doing so to attract light industry to our city," she concluded. 

HURON TOWNSHIP 

According to John Chihan, deputy supervisor in Huron Township, his 
community will remain pretty much the same throughout the next year . 

"We have a proposed condominium-mobile home park that we’re 
hoping to get approval for and get off the ground . We re certainly hoping 
that will be in the very near future. 

We re trying, but we are hampered in Huron by a sewer ban. and 
development would have to be on an existing sewer line. We really don’t 
have any industrial base to speak of, 90 percent of our tax base is 
residential and agriculture,” he noted. 

SUMPTER TOWNSHIP 

Township Supervisor Jim Reeves explained that Sumpter is commun- 
ity that is always trying to lure developers. 

“We’re always trying. The northeast corner of our township is zoned 
heavy industrial and we're always looking for small industry to locate 
there,” he explained.

While present development and industry appears to be doing “as well 
as can be expected " in Van Buren Township , Supervisor George Craven 
isn’t overly optimistic regarding new development in the next year. 

“We have nothing on the books right now — other considerations we 
might have are nothing more than talk at this point," he said. 

“Really, I can’t see anything on the horizon, but the Coca-Cola bot- 
tling plant is under construction and that was supposed to mean some
